“Going forward, Exclusive Copyright 
will simply be burning books as they 
eave the printer,’ said spokesperson 
eanne Davis in an interview, pouring 
ighter fluid over a pallet of Norton’s 
American Literature Anthology.

We 
can only guarantee that no unlicensed 
reproduction of materials will take 
place through the purifying flames of 
a roaring chemical fire.” 

If the new policy is passed by the

rallying to SOUPA’s efforts at bring- 
ing down the bourgeoisie regime. 

However, because there is no set 
process for overthrowing authoritar- 
jan regimes, Kuskovitch drew a cut- 
lass and challenged Dehov to a duel. 
Dehov, who had not brought a sword 
into council chambers, ran away to 
avoid confrontation. 

“How was I supposed to know 
he would bring a sword to a knife 
fight? Seriously, who does that? The 
Dollanshevik Revolution days are far 
behind me,” he said afterwards. 

SOUPA immediately began outlin- 
ing their manifesto, parts of which 
included replacing all the cups in 
SUB with martini glasses, finally 
adding some fucking microwaves to 
CAB, and placing tampon dispensers 
in both male and female washrooms, 


based on communist ideology. 
However, SOUPA ran into troubles 
when they tried to pass the new con- 
stitution.

It would be an understatement to say that 
Norwegian black metal band Carpathian Pestilence 
sits at the extreme end of the metal spectrum. 

“The violence you see onstage is real, as hard as it 
is to believe,” said guitarist Ulrick Demonass. “From 
smacking each other with frying pans to stepping 
on rakes that have been placed around the stage, 
we promise to push the envelope of carnage and 
bloodshed.” 

The band has come under attack by various 
parent groups, who claim that children will be 
influenced to commit senseless acts of violence by 
the group’s music, such as jumping through plate 
glass windows and running full speed at brick 
walls. As well, Carpathian Pestilence’s music was 
pulled from Walmart in the United States after a 
2007 case in which two 16-year-old boys slapped 
each other to death over a period of 18 hours. 
However, Carpathian Pestilence bassist Hadespunk 
defended their right to freedom of expression. 

“We simply like to discuss ominous and brutal 
topics in our music. Just because we put slipknot- 
ted ropes around the stage — that snag Demonass’ 
ankle and wackily pulls him up into the rafters as 
the sandbag tied to the other end of the rope drops 
to hit me on the head — that doesn’t mean we 
support children attempting the same stunt. It’s all 
done for entertainment.” 

Demonass then grabbed Hadespunk’s nose 


before bonking him on the head, causing him to 
make a “whoop whoop whoop” sound, before he 
retaliated by grabbing Demonass’ ear and bopping 
him in the stomach. 

Carpathian Pestilence, described by Revolver 
magazine as “brutally hardcore and vaguely vaude- 
villian,” is currently on tour to support their latest 
release, And Mephisto Screamed Whoop Whoop 
Whoop, a followup to their 2006 release Lucifer’s 
Stooges. The album deals with such dark topics 
such as murder by lemon meringue, attempted goat 
sacrifice that ends with the goat kicking them in 
the face, and the highly controversial song “Suicide 
Dunk Tank Solution,” a song about a close friend 
of Demonass’ who barely survived falling abruptly 
into a vat of water at a carnival. The album’s first 
single “Throwing a Broomstick through Satan’s 
Spokes” recently topped the European charts.

Now the band is trekking across North America 
on their worldwide “Why I Oughta Slap The Blood 
Gods Silly” tour that, according to Demonass, has 
the band going to new heights of violence, degrada- 
tion, and visceral shocks. 

“T cannot give away too many details, but what I 
can tell you is that for ‘Blindfold Curse, our custom 
stage will not only have rakes and anvils every- 
where, but there will also be randomly placed holes 
covered in black mats,’ Deamonass said. “Then 


once were done hitting each other over the head 
with wiffle bats, we transition into ‘Bumble of the 
Beast,’ where a roadie comes out and tosses a blan- 
ket over top of Hadespunk, then hits him in the 
shin with a shovel. This typically sends him flailing 
straight into the pyrotechnics as they explode, light- 
ing him ablaze and causing him to stage dive into 
the crowd, which usually moves away to let him 
hit the ground.” 

A cross-country carnal feast of zaniness, 
Carpathian Pestilence had their new tour banned 
in both Massachusetts and Winnipeg after they 
announced they added sound effects. 

“We thought that was ridiculous. When I 
swing across the stage on a rope to take out 
Hadespunk, and he ducks out of the way just 
in time for me to miss him, sending me crash- 
ing through the entire drum kit, why is it offen- 
sive to add a ‘Boing!’ sound, or even a sad 
trombone?” 

But the band doesn't let such obstacles slow them 
down. In fact, they’re working on a live concert 
DVD during this tour. After the footage has been 
shot, it will be given a sepia tone and the video will 
be reduced to 18 frames per second, but sped up 
two-fold. The black metal will also be silenced in 
favour of duelling pianos, and any lyrics will come 
up in independent frames to be read on screen. 

“We really feel this DVD will bring the Carpathian 
Pestilence experience into the homes of our fans, 
who we call The Knuckleheads,” said Demonass, as 
he tested an aspect of the new stage, opening a sim- 
ulated car door prop just as Hadespunk was riding 
by on a bicycle, causing him to go somersaulting 
over top. “Whether we're dragging each other 
across bar counters through pint glasses, smashing 
Victorian portraits over each other’s heads, or get- 
ting a top hat pulled down over our eyes so we go 
stumbling about, it’s clear that Carpathian—* 

Demonass was interrupted when he had to put 
his hand across the bridge of his nose, as Hadespunk 
tried to poke him in the eye. Most bands only act 
like they're this hardcore, but Carpathian Pestilence 
lives it.

The man 
wins the game if he manages to empty the fridge 
faster than his wife can restock it. If she can’t, the 
two players get into a fight, which the players can 
take part in. Eventually, the avatar wife accidentally 
pushes the angry husband down a flight of stairs 
and flees the house. 

But that’s not all. There’s also a driving simula- 
tor called “No Directions.” The player acts as the 
man driving around the city, and the woman 
must try to figure out the right way to hold the 
map up. If the man can find his destination before 
the woman scores enough map points to demand 
that he stop for directions, he wins. Ifhe can’t, the 
player loses, and is forced to listen to several min- 
utes of incessant nagging from his virtual spouse 
before returning to the gas station that was several 
miles back. 

Meanwhile, “Make Me a Sandwich” puts the 
woran in the kitchen, testing her culinary talents.
